Young Attorney 
Creates 
Enthusiasm 


in Defense of District Attorney 


John D. Fredericks. 


District Attorney John D. Freder- 


icks' name was applauded repeatedly 
by a big Covina audience Thursday 
night in the Woman's Club House, 
during a Republican rally that was 
the final word to be said in Covina of 
this political campaign by the domi- 
nant party. 
The address made by 


Deputy District Attorney Ford, who 
spoke in behalf of Captain Fredericks, 
was one of the sensations of the even- 
ing, and called forth more enthusiasm 
than the other speakers, who dwejt 
on general campaign subjects. H. N. 
Wells, secretary of the Covina Cham- 
ber of Commerce, who presided at the 
meeting, spoke of the young deputy 
from the district attorney's office as 
"a good man sent in a good man's 
cause," and judging from the atten- 
tion and applause, the Covina voters 
agreed with him. 


The meeting was one which follow- 


ed a banquet at the Hotel Vendome, 
when about thirty of the prominent 
ranchers and business men of Covina 
gathered around the tables at 7 o'clock 
to, ke^p, company with a number of 
hungry candidates who had been 
campaigning all day in Los Angeles. 
The visitors were royally fed, after 
which they repaired to tli-o Club 
House, where a crowd of voters v/ait- 
ed them. 


William D. Stephens, candidate for 


congress from the seventh district on 
the Republican ticket, was the cen- 
tralized figure of importance. Others 
who spoke during the evening were 
John G. Mott of Los Angeles, Mar- 
shall Stimson, Deputy District Attor- 
ney Ford, John N. Hunt, J. J. Dwyer 
of San Francisco. 


One of the telling points made by 


Deputy Ford in his address in behalf 
of Fredericks was his allusion to Sec- 
tion 772 of the Penal Code of Califor- 
nia, through which he drew attention 
to the fact that Tommy Woolwine, the 
Democratic candidate for district at- 
torney, had shown great ignorance of 
the code, in not utilizing it to prose- 
cute Fredericks for malfeasance of of- 
fice instead of going about the country 
ranting about crimes in the district 
attorney's office, without taking action 
before the courts.
